THE JEWISH PRESS 


THat many false ideas persist in the minds 
of the public about the press is evident from 
the report we printed in our last issue of the 
symposium organised by the World Jewish 
Congress at the Anglo-Israeli Club in 
London. The symposium, in which a num- 
ber of speakers took part, was on “ Have we 
a satisfactory. Jewish press ? “~-and, inct- 
dentally, we are gratified by. the compliment 
implied in the focusing of attention on Tut 
JEWISH CHRONICLE as something virtually 
synonymous with the Jewish press.” Not 
that we wish to decry any of the smaller 
Jewish journals, each of which, 1f we may 
be allowed to say so, performs a most useful 
function: in. the section. of the community 
towards which it. as’ Jargely directed. 
In fact, -existence: of. these papers 
iS. ONe-.SsOst.. Ol proot that the complaint 
of “monopoly”. often. laid. against the 
of complaint, based on a complete misunder- 
standing of the use in economics of the word 
“ monopoly.” Discounting the extraordinary 
circumstances, such as paper rationing, set 
ip by the recent war, there: has been and is 
nothing to prevent any entrepreneur from 
starting another Jewish newspaper. . Many 
have, indeed, during the “J.C.s— 110 vears, 
been tounded. some. of them really. excellent 
in style and content. but their one fatal fault 


has been. the unwillingness of the public to. 


support them... Any “ monopoly, therefore, 
that there is,.is one made not by the paper but 
by the buving public..To charge the * J.C,,” 
as one speaker did—one might aimost think 
flippantly —with “ignoring-the appearance or 
disappearance © of other Jewish publications 
is ludicrous. . It 1s not necessary to. greet 
every new attempt with a fanfare, or to cele- 
brate its demise with a funeral wake com- 
plete with violins... In truth, aS tar as it Is 
possible to keep track of them, the issue--or 
cessation of Jewish journals is regularly and 
soberly recorded. As for the charge of not 
encouraging young writers, the catalogue of 
names of authors in these columns over the 
past few years, in spite of the lack of news- 
print, is sufficient to refute it. The accusa- 
tion of parochialism betrays a thorough 
lack of comprehension of the functions of

generis. it is. an independent. paper which 
caters for every section of a widespread com- 
munity, and in that task it can no more 
afford to overlook the local literary society

various home-made collecting-boxes for 
holding their small contrrbutions towards the 
redemption of land in Eretz Yisrael So 
widespread and popular .did this collecting 
device become, that in ‘the J.N-F. 
ordered the first design of the official blue 
box. Since then the blue box has been. a 
powerful.instrument in effecting the realisa- 
tion of Zionist ideals. . Everywhere through- 
out the world, in Jewish homes and work- 
nature 
and the countryside, of the earth and soil of 
Eretz Yisrael again under cultivation. Now it 
has become a svmbo! of renewed endeavour 
and of the close aitachment between the 
Jewish communities of the Diaspora and the 
new State of Israel. The J.N-F. in Great 
Britain. has just launched a campaign. to 


further this work by increasing the number 


of householders who will give the blue box 
a place of honour in their homes and pledge 
themselves to raise at least a shilling a week 
by this means. Its presence on the mantel- 
piece 1s a constant reminder of Jewish duty.

Choice of Segregation 
or Assimilation 
To the Editor-of THe JEwtsH CHRONICLI 


Str.--Professor. Bentwich has noted 
that a Jew isin particular. danger of 
two extremes, cither complete assimila- 
Ol sclf-imposed segregation, His 
opposition to ‘the Hillel Foundation, a 
centre for. London Jewish students. rests 
on. the. belief that it would encourage 
the latter danger. 

Yet surely. Professor. Bentwich — has 
exaggerated the possibility. of such a 
segregationist. effect ? Students in the 
normal course: of study must spend a 
large portion of. thei day in college, 
working with their fellow-students. and 
inevitably. taking. part. in. the corporate 
life of the general student’.umon. A 
Jewish student centre is intended to cater 
for the. social..-cultural, and educational 
needs of students in. some part of their 
leisure hours, which in term. time is very 
restricted. Is this segregation ? 

To-day, -the first danger—-complete 
assimilation—is Of much: greater’ impor- 
tance and under. present. will 
grow, The. list of activities of. college 
societies mentioned. by Professor Bent- 
wich is impressive only. on paper. Any 
secretary 4s fully aware. that for 
every Jew who comes to London Univer- 
sity and: joins a-society, there are two 
others. who take no interest at all. The 
principal part of the programme 1s com- 
posed of lectures, and these appeal only 
to a minority of members. ‘Even. the 
more comprehensive. programme. of ‘the 
University of. | ondon Jewish Society: 
hampered. by“inddequate accommodation, 
which. permits meetings only. at. certain 
hours on. certain days, which are 
inconvenient to many students. 

A student house tn London. would not 
cure this position, but it could do much 
to rectify it. by. giving us a. centre on 
which to base our-activities:.. This might 
arrest the trend towards assimilation and 
break. the apathy so prevalent: at present 
among Jewish students, Assimilation, 
not. segregation, is the ‘danger among 
London Jewish students; a-centre would 
retard the former without encouraging 
the latter.
